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Remarks; 

Claims 3-4, 7-8, 11-12 and 17-19 are pending in the present Application, standing 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112 as allegedly failing to comply with the written description 
requirement. The Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the Application in 
light of the following remarks. 

I. Explanation of Claim Amendments 

In the present Office Action, claims 3-4, 7-8, 11-12 and 17-19 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 112 as allegedly failing to comply with the written description requirement. 

Claims 3-4, 7-8, 11-12 and 17-19 are amended to remove claim elements directed 
to a computer or computer processor, which the Examiner asserts are not supported by 
the specification.
